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This is a Request for Information in response to the petition entitled "PATENTEE'S BRIEF IN 
SUPPORT OF PETITION TO THE DIRECTOR TO. REINSTATE UNITED STATES PATENT 
6,793,224 37 CFR §1.181", filed May 21, 2012, which is considered to be a request for reconsideration 
under 37 CFR 1.181, to accept the delayed payment of a maintenance fee for the above identified patent. 

The petition sets forth that a docketing error occurred in the entry of the e-mail address for Neil Stratton 
and that such error was a reason for the delay in payment of the maintenance fee. The declaration of Cary 
Tope-McKay at T[ 30 states that Scott Davison was the person who entered the data into the system. 
However, the declaration of Scott Davison does not corroborate this. Please provide firsthand evidence 
that establishes that Mr. Davison entered the docketing information for this patent into the system. It is 
preferable to have a statement from Mr. Davison that explicitly states that he was the person who entered 
the docket information into the system. 

The declaration of Mr. Tope-McKay states that an error in the e-mail address for Neil Stratton was 
present in the docket system but the declaration for ^r. Davison does not state that there was an error in 
the e-mail address. Mr. Davison's declaration at ^| 13 states that he sent an e-mail to Neil Stratton but 
does not state whether this was before or after the e-mail address was entered into the docketing system. 
Further, Mr. Davison does not state that this e-mail was returned as not being deliverable. Was the e-mail 
sent by Mr. Davison sent to the correct e-mail address? 

The declarations do establish that the information used for docket entry was accurate when given to Mr. 
Davison or whoever made the docket entry. The declaration of Mr. Davison is silent as to who made the 
entry of the e-mail into the docket system. Mr. Davison's declaration does not state that he made any 
error in docketing the e-mail address. Pleas£ provided adequate explanation as to the accuracy of the 
information that was to be entered into the docket system and that the information was incorrectly 
entered. Furthermore, petitioner should be specific in showing the error that was made. 
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No statement has been provided as to Mr. Davison's training as a docket clerk or the supervision of his 
work as a docket clerk. Please provide a statement specifying Mr. Davison's training as a docket clerk 
and the supervision given to Mr. Davison's work as a docket clerk.
